Eggs In Cold Storage. 


The report of forty-five public refrig­ 
erators of 
the Pnited 
States, just 
given out in New York, shows that on 
July 1 there were 
stored in these 
houses 2,922,800 cases of eggs, thirty 
dozen to the case. 


At the same date last year the hold­ 
ings were 
330,500 cases, showing a 
shortage in the holdings of 407,700 
cases. 


Storage eggs today are worth $7 20 
a case, so hat the holdings on July 1 
were worth 121,441,100 at wholesale. 


Jack Johnson Will Never Return. 


Return to the United States, 
Jack Johnson, the colored pugilist, 
arrived in Havre, France, on board

The threatened strike of 80,000 train­ 
men and conductors on forty-live east- 
orn railroads for higher wages and 
better working conditions faded away 
m New York city when the managers 
of the eastern trunk lines waived their 
Halm to the right to ask arbitration 
o ft he roads* grievances. 


& consequence both sides will 
meet to select, under the Newlands 
act, two arbitrators 
apiece,* whose 
metitigs probably will begin in New 
York city not later than Sept. 15. Any 
award will date as of Oct. 1, and will 
be binding tor one year. 


The decision of the conference of 
railroad managers to abandon their 
<Maim was reached when It became 
Hear that the men would not brook 
much further delay. They insisted that 
the railroads had 4‘put one over’* on 
them in the amendment of the Erdman 
law, and therefore they, the employes, 
would not arbitrate anything not men 
Cloned in the list of grievances submit, 
ted many months ago. 


The proposal that their own griev­ 
ances against the men also should be 
arbitrated, the managers announced 
they had relinquished to “protect the 
public0 from a tie-up which the em­ 
ployes said they intended to force if 
the 
railroads 
persisted In pressing 
their point. 


The peaceful outcome of the dispute 
was the result of efforts made by the 
board of mediation and conciliation 
recently created in the hurriedly pass­ 
ed Newlands act to met the situation. 
The board, consisting of Judge Wil­ 
liam Lee Chambers, Judge Martin A. 
Knapp and G. W. W. Hanger, brought 
about the agreement after conferences 
with the disputants, which continued 
more than a week. 


With the elimination of the eight 
grievances for which the railroads de­ 
sired consideration, the articles of ar­ 
bitration comprise, without alteration, 
the sixteen original demands presented 
bv I ho conductors and trainmen. The 
only point gained by the railroads was 
n provision that the award of the 
board of arbitration shall take effcct 
Orl. 1 next, instead of May 1 last, the 
dale requested by the employes. 


The articles were signed on behalf 
of th* men lsy W. G. Lee, president of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
and A B. Garretson, president of the 
Order of Ra;lway Conductors, and for 
the railroads by Elisha Lee, chairman 
of the conference committee of rail­ 
road managers. 


The members of the mediation board 
returned to Washington, where they 
will report Vo President Wilson. 
The 
hoard will not again be called into ac­ 
tion unless the four arbitrators named 
by the railroads and the men fail to 
agree on a Uth and sixth to complete 
the arbitration board. In that contin­ 
gency the mediation board will select 
two new members. 


35 Negroes Burn In Prison. 


Trapped l'* 
“ 
* in the second 
floor or 
* n ;J convict cage, 


thirty-Bw m ^ro prisoners were burned 
to death at the Oakley convict farm, 
twenty miles from Jackson, Miss. 


While the ilames rapidly ate awa? 
the only stairway leading to the sec 
ond floor, the prisoners 
frantically 
tore at tho heavy bars that covered the 
jail windows, but to no avail. 


Their screams brought guards and 
other prison attaches, but the ilam ^ 
drove back members of tho rescue 
party each time they attempted to lib­ 
erate the negroes who one by one fell 
back into the flames and perished. 


Everything was in the flre’s favor. 
The 
b u r i n s was 
constructed ten 
years ago of lumber taken from a dis­ 
carded penitentiary; there was no flre 
fighting apparatus at the farm, and the 
first floor of the building was filled 
with inflammable material. 


Farmers living nearby hurried to the 
jail to help the fire fighters, but they 
were of no assistance, as the flre 
burned too rapidly. The convicts all 
were worked in the cotton fields of 
the state farm and were housed in the 
“cage” at night. Among them were 
some desperate criminals serving long 
sentences,

After several estimate* had been 
made as to the number of lives lost in 
the fire that flattened tiie Bingham­ 
ton N. Y^ clothing factory's plant, the 
list of probable dead was increased to 
sixty-five. 


A careful estimate places the num­ 
ber of those in the building at the 
time the fire started at 111. 
Of these 
only filly-three are known to be saved 
Six dead have been identified; fifteen

Three 
hundred and seventy of them failed to 
judge accurately, or to declare that 
there was no difference in the weight 
of the bottles. 


Ten of these children guessed cor­ 
rectly. 
They declared 
the 
bottles 
were equal in weight. 
The remark­ 
able part of this is that among these 
380 childreu there were only ten men­ 
tally deficient, and these ten mentally 
deficient children stated that there 
was no difference in the weight of 
the bottles—they were the correct 
guessers. 


And because of this and many oth­ 
er similar experiments Doctor De­ 
moor is satisfied that while ordinary 
people, people with normal brains, 
find it difficult to guess weighrs ac­ 
curately, it is quite the reverse with 
the mentally deficient. 


The bottle test was by no means 
the only one made. 
Other objects 
were used, such as boxes of the same

Most folk think of the mind vague­ 
ly as something which is going on in 
the top of our heads—In the brain.

A very wonderful part of our minds 
is in our hands and fingers. There is 
the highest development of the sense 
of touch—the primitive and most fun­ 
damental sense of all.

The, first man to sing the immor^ 
tal hymn, “Lead, Kindly Light,” waa 
a boatman, the place an orange boat 
becalmed on the Mediterranean off 
the island of Caprera, the time 80 
yearB ago, June 16, 1833. 
John Henry 
Newman, afterward the greia cardinal, 
was a passenger on the boat. 
Ill in 
body and mind, he was idling in the 
Mediterranean in the hope of recov­ 
ering his health. 
He was especially 
depressed on that day when tho or­ 
ange boat was becalmed, and sought 
to soothe his spirits by composing a 
hymn. 
The result was “Lead Kindly 
Light.” The composition occupied but 
a few hours, and the boatman, who 
spoke English and was possessed of 
a fine voice, was asked to aing it. 
As 
the day melted into darkness a breeze 
sprang up, and the becalmed voy­ 
agers were guided by 
the 
‘’kindly/ 
lights” along the Caprera shore Into 
a safe harbor. 
The composer, with 
health restored, soon returned to Eng­ 
land, and became a leader in the Ox­ 
ford movement, until in 1845 he went 
over to the Catholic church, which 
later rewarded hla ability and devo­ 
tion by the bestowal of tk9 red frax.

Seriously Hurt by Highwayman 
Wilmer Watson, keeper at Lake Royer, 
was shot down on Wednesday night at 
9:40 o’clock when within 50 yards of his 
cottage at Peu-Mar Park by one of two 
thugs who demanded his money, and is 
now suffering from what may be a fatal 
bullet wound in his chest 


Mr, Watson, whose home is in Balti­ 
more, and who has been employed as 
keeper at the lake for more than 7 years, 
was returning to Golden Red Cottage, ac* 
companied by his wife, Mrs. Moore and 
Mrs. Gawthrop, when 2 men sprang from 
the thick bushes at the side of the road, 
and throwing a flashlight into their faces, 
called out in a stern voice, “ Hands Up!” 
Although the women were terrified and 
almost fainted, Mr. Wateon, to whom the 
words were directed and upon whom the 
light was thrown, remained cool, and ^n 
stead of holding up his hands, exclaimed, 
“What is the matter ?M aud then reached 
to his pocket to give them what money 
was upon him, when the gunman raised 
his revolver and fired, the bullet taking 
effect in the left side of the chest. 
Most 
likely the man thought that Mr. Watson 
was reaching to his pocket for a revolver, 
and in order to save themselves the shot 
was fired. 


Mr. Watson fell to the ground and was 
struggling to regain his feet when one of 
the men, after first seeing that no one was 
attempting to assist the injured man, lifted 
him to his feet and held him while the 
other went through his pockets and se 
cured a valuable gold watch and $12. 
They disappeared as quickly as they had 
appeared and were soon lost in the dense 
foliage of the underbrush. It is believed 
they were skilled highwaymen of a des­ 
perate character. Mrs Watson stood gaz­ 
ing upon her husband, as if in a trance, 
when he fell to the ground after the de­ 
parture of the men, while the other wo­ 
men ran screaming to the cottage. An 
alarm was sounded and although the news 
spread quickly and a search was made at 
once for the thugs, no trace of them could 
be found.

Currants are a favorite fruit with 
most people. 
The red currant is the 
most used for Jellies, although many 
like the combination of red and white, 
making a light-colored 
jelly. 
The 
combination of red currant and red 
raspberry is especially delicious. 


The black currant is not so com­ 
mon now, but makes a peculiarly de­ 
licious jam for those who are suffi­ 
ciently old-fashioned not to forget 
^grandmother’s garden,“ where the 
black currant bushes 
were 
always 
found. 


To be in the best 
condition 
for 
jelly making, the currants should not 
be too ripe nor picked after a heavy 
rain. 
Pick over the currants, but 
do not remove the stems. 
Wash and 
drain, and mash in the bottom of a 
preserving kettle with a wooden po­ 
tato masher; add a few more and 
ma^h until there is enough for the 
^receptacle. 
Cook until the currants 
have 
a 
white 
appearance, 
strain 
through a collander, then put 
the 
juice in a jelly bag to drip. 
Measure 
the juice, boil five minutes, then add 
an equal measure of heated granu­ 
lated sugar, or less if sour jelly is de­ 
sired. 
Boil two or three minutes, try 
a little in a cold saucer; if a thin skin 
forms at once, pour 
into 
glasses. 
Jelly to be of good consistency should 
be just firm enough to keep its shape 
when turned from the glass. It should 
be clear and of good flavor. Let stand 
for a day or two in a sunny window7 
to set, then cover and put away for 
winter use in a cool, dry place.

Views of a Belgian Scientist on 


Subject. 


Says Only Mentally 
Deficient Know 
Which 
of Two 
Object! 
la 
Heav- 
ier—Experiment« 
Seem to 
Dem- 
onstrate Accuracy of Theory. 


If you are able to Judge accurately 
which of two weights is the heavier 
you are mentally deflcient, according 
to Dr. Demoor, a Belgian 
physician 
and 
scientist, 
says 
the New York 
American. 
Dr. Demoor 
doesn't 
go 
quite as far as to declare this is an 
infallible rule, and you may possess 
this ability without being, perforce, 
weak-minded, but in a series of ex* 
periments made by this doctor those 
who guessed correctly which of two 
objects was heavier were known 
to 
be weak-minded, while 
those 
who 
made errors in their guesses were all 
normal. 


One experiment along this line of 
considerable Interest was carried on 
by Dr. Demoor among 
380 
children 
whose ages varied from six to 
fifteen 
years. 
For this the doctor prepared 
' two bottles by covering 
them 
with 
black paper. 
These bottles were of 
different size, which could be told at 
a glance, but In each bottle the dt>c- 
tor put a heavy mineral until both the 
large and the small bottle had exactly 
! the same weight. 
The black covering 
prevented 
the children 
from 
seeing 
> the equal amount of mineral in each 
bottle. 


These two bottles were handed to 
each of the 380 children 
and 
they 
were asked to judge which was the 
heavier. 
They 
balanced 
them 
in 
their hands and many said the larger 
one was heavier, many others 
said 
the smaller bottle was heavier. Three 
hundred and seventy of them failed to 
judge accurately, or to declare 
that 
there was no difference in the weight 
of the bottles. 


Ten of these children guessed cor- 
rectly. 
They declared 
the 
bottles 
were equal in weight. 
The remark- 
able part of this is that among these 
380 children there were only ten men- 
tally deflcient. and these ten mentally 
deflcient children 
stated 
that 
there 
was no difference In the weight of 
the 
bottles—they 
were 
the 
correct 
guessers. 


And because of this and many oth- 
er 
similar 
experiments 
Doctor 
De- 
moor is satisfied that while ordinary 
people, 
people 
with 
normal 
brains, 
find it difllcult to guess weighrs ac- 
curately, it is quite the reverse with 
the mentally deficient. 


The bottle test was by no means 
the only one made. 
Other 
objects 
were used, such as boxes of the same

Most folk think of the mind vague- 
ly as something which is going on in 
the top of our heads—In the brain.

Seriously Hurt by HighwAyman 


Wilmcr Watson, keeper at Lake Royer 
was shot down on Wednesday night a 
9:40 o'clock when within 50 yards of his 
cottage at Pen-Mar Park by one of two 
thXigs who demanded his money, and is 
now suffering from what may be a fata 
bullet wound in his chest. 


Mr. Watson, whose home is in Balti 
more, and who has been employed as 
keeper at the lake for more than 7 years, 
was returning to Golden Red Cottage, ac 
companied by his wife, Mrs. Moore and 
Mre. Gawthrop, when 2 men sprang from 
the thick bushes at the side of the road, 
and throwing a flashlight into their faces, 
called out in a stern voice, "Hands Up!" 
Although the women were terrifletl and 
almost fainted, Mr. Watson, to whom the 
words were directed and upon whom the 
light was thrown, remained cool, and ^n 
stead of holding up his hands, exclaimed, 
"What is the matter?** and then reached 
to his pocket to give them what money 
was upon him, when the gunman raiseil 
his revolver and fired, the bullet taking 
effect in the left side of the chesc. 
Most 
likely the man thought that Mr, Watson 
was reaching to his pocket for a revolver, 
and in order to save themselves the shot 
was fired. 


Mr. Watson fell to the ground and was 
struggling to regain his feet when one of 
the men, after first seeing that no one was 
attempting to assist the injured man, liftcil 
him to his feet and held him while the 
other went through his pockets and se 
cured a valuable gold watch and $12. 
They disappeared as quickly as they had 
appeared and were soon lost in the dense 
foliage of the underbrush. 
It is believed 
they were skilled highwaymen of a des- 
perate character. Mrs Watson stood gaz- 
ing upon her husband, as if in a trance, 
when he fell to the ground after the de- 
parture of the men, while the other wo- 
men ran screaming to the cottage.

alarm was sounded and although the news 
spread quickly and a search was made at 
once for the thugs, no trace of them could 
be found.
